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RNLI volunteers optimistic 
despite Arrows cancellation 


CROWDS of thousands were left 
disappointed on Monday as the 
Red Arrows were forced to cancel 
their appearance in Lyme Regis 
for the first time in years. 

The crack RAF aerobatic team were 
forced to pull out of their Lifeboat Week 
appearance on Monday afternoon due to 
a heavy sea mist and low clouds. 

Organisers were hopeful that the 
weather would improve but the decision 
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to cancel was finally taken half an hour 
before the scheduled display, with huge 
crowds having already travelled into the 
town with their fingers crossed. 

In announcing the cancellation, 
Lifeboat Week organisers from the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth RNLI Guild said 
the team were “devastated” to have to 
pull out as they loved perform¬ 
ing in Lyme, but Supervising 
Squadron Leader Mike Ling, 
known as “Red 10”, had not 
even been able to land his heli¬ 
copter in the town to carry out 
a weather check, meaning the 
thrilling display, which has be- 
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come the staple event of Lifeboat Week, 
could not go ahead. 

Despite the cancellation, which is likely 
to have an effect on Lifeboat Week tak¬ 
ings, organisers are remaining optimistic. 

RNLI Guild chairman, Irene Roper, 
said: “We had a wonderful start to the 
week with volunteers working hard and 
people, as usual, have been very generous 
with donations. 

“We were very sorry the Red Arrows 
could not perform but the officer in 
charge, Red 10, was unable to land his 
helicopter because of the weather so the 
event had to 
be cancelled 
for the first 
time in sev-

■ WHERE did the inspiration for the 
Branscombe music festival come from? 

I HAVE had a house in Branscombe for over 15 
years. Around five years ago I put on a 
concert in the Village Hall and it was a 
resounding success, accruing a lot of local 
support. I then thought that a festival would be 
a good way to bring more people to the village, 
to visit the beautiful St Winifred's church, the 
beach, the village hall and, of course, to 
patronise the local pubs, cafes and hotels. 

■ THIS is the third Branscombe Music 
festival, how has it developed since 
you first started? 

THE festival is going from strength to strength 
and has had a fantastic reaction from the local 
community. Over the last three years we've 
been spreading the word to ensure that as 
many people as possible - from Devonshire 
and beyond - can experience all that the 
festival has to offer. 

■ WHO will be performing at the festival? 

WE'VE got a wonderful programme this year 
and are welcoming an array of talent to 
Branscombe, from internationally acclaimed 
opera stars Susan Bullock CBE, Francesco Meli 
and Angel Blue to Ronnie Scott's regulars, 
dance band The Leo Green Experience and 
rising star soul singer Danny Toeman. There will 
also be two highly contrasting instrumental 
quartets performing this year: a classic string 
quartet, the Sacconi quartet and 4-MALITY, a 
percussion quartet, which is a rarity and much 
anticipated. 

■ WHO are you most looking 
forward to seeing? 

I'M hugely looking forward to each and every 
performance - each artist brings something 
unique to the festival - but I have to say that 
the procession through the village by the Band 
of the Royal Marines followed by a free concert 
on Branscombe Beach will be quite spectacular! 

■ WHAT should festivalgoers 
be looking out for? 

THE Royal Marines procession is definitely not 


one to miss. Also over the weekend there will 
be a hog roast and a cream tea - both real 
treats. In terms of faces to look out for, our 
presenter PetrocTrelawny will be around 
and should make things quite lively, as will 
all of the performers, no doubt! 

■ WHAT makes the Branscombe 
music festival unique? 

IT HAS an idiosyncratic mission: to host 
world-class performers in Branscombe village's 
intimate, unusual settings, from St Winifred's 
Church to the idyllic Branscombe beach. Also, 
given the number of people the festival brings 
to the village, it creates excellent opportunities 
to support local businesses. 

■ DOES the festival raise money? 

YES, fundraising is definitely an important part 
of the festival, and the causes we support are 
chosen with great care. Last year a proportion 
of ticket sales were donated to the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution - a life-saving 
charity with whom Branscombe has strong 
ties - and this year we will be donating to St 
Winifred's Church fund. 

■ WHAT'S the most important thing to 
remember about planning large 
events, such as the music festival? 

THE devil is in the detail. 

▼ THE Branscombe Festival takes place from 
Friday, July 24th to Sunday, July 26th.

Sacconi Quartet; soprano Susan Bullock with 
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pianist Richard Sisson; tenor Francesco Meli & 
soprano Angel Blue with pianist Matteo Pais;

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Nine sheep killed in dog attack 


NINE sheep were killed when a dog attacked a 
flock at Lane End Farm, Uplyme. 

Police reported that they were called to the field, 
on a popular dog walking route between Middle 
Mill and Rhode Barton, at 1.48pm last Thursday 
after a “white staffy-type dog” which was not on 
a lead was seen to attack a number of sheep. The 
dog and owner have been identified and police will 
be interviewing the owner shortly. 

It was originally reported that three ewes were 
killed and at lease six others seriously injured but 
the owner of the flock has now posted a sign on 
the gate to the field which says that nine sheep 
have died, three more wounded and 11 lambs or¬ 
phaned. The sign (pictured right) calls for dog 
walkers to keep their pets on leads. 

It is thought this number of sheep would have 
been worth around £1,000. 

Dorset Police also encourage dog walkers to 
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keep animals on leads. Sheep worrying is a crim¬ 
inal offence and land owners can legally shoot a 
dog if they believe that their livestock is at risk 
under the Countryside Right of Way Act & Crim¬ 
inal Damage Act 1971. 

Police Constable Rob Hammond, Dorset Police 
Wildlife Crime Officer, said: “I would urge anyone 
out walking to be aware of nearby livestock and 
to keep their dog on its lead.” 

Police launched a campaign during the recent 
lambing season to warn of the dangers of letting 
dogs off leads in fields where there are sheep, say¬ 
ing that any stress could have a major impact on 
the welfare of the animal, which in turn could 



cause financial loss to the farmer.

Review on future of NHS services delayed 


HEALTH commissioners have delayed a key consul¬ 
tation on the future of NHS services, amid warnings 
that campaigners in West Dorset will face a "fight"to 
save their community hospital in Bridport. 

The Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG), a 
body of GPs responsible for planning and acquiring 
healthcare services for people across the county, has 
announced it is moving back its controversial review. 

Clinicians had hoped to finalise their proposals for 
sweeping changes to the health service in Dorset this 
summer, with a view to publishing the plans for the 
community to comment on in August. 

But now the CCG says more time is needed to com¬ 
plete the work and the consultation is likely to begin 
early next year. 

Health chiefs say they have been looking at GP, 
community health and hospital services since Octo¬ 
ber, aiming to find new ways to deliver the "highest 
quality of care for patients". 

All services can be better organised, with staff 
working more closely together to provide the great¬ 
est benefit to local people and make the most of lim¬ 
ited funding, they say. 

But concerned residents fear this will mean reduc¬ 
tions in local facilities and even hospital closures. 

Speaking at a recent meeting, Bridport councillor 
Ros Kayes said: "We know that they want to close six 
or seven of the 12 community hospitals [in Dorset] 
so I think that Bridport will potentially have to fight 
a campaign, just as we did in 2011/12." 

She added:"We need to get as many people as pos¬ 
sible to respond to this consultation." 

The CCG are yet to publish detailed proposals but 
the GP-led body has indicated that "making no 
changes is not an option". 
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In January, it unveiled a report entitled 'The Need 
To Change', outlining the county's major healthcare 
challenges. 

The document reveals a long list of pressures on 
NHS services, which the CCG says it"cannot continue" 
to deliver in the same way. 

It says now is the time to "face up to the issues"and 


"take action"to tackle a potential financial shortfall of 
up to £200 million over the next five years. 

Dr Forbes Watson, Lyme Regis GP and chairman of 
the CCG, said: "We have a clear vision of what we think 
we need to do to improve healthcare in Dorset, but 
want to do more detailed thinking, planning and 
analysis to help set out clearly to the public how we 
think we would realise those ambitions. 

"New information is coming through that we want 
to look at closely before finalising our proposals, for 
example, how Dorset might best respond to national 
NHS policy. 


Discrimination argument labelled 
'nonsense'by new town councillor 


A NEW member of Lyme Regis Town Council has 
deemed the previous administration's idea to add 
"place of birth" to a list of personal factors which 
members and employees should not discriminate 
against as "nonsense". 

Before the end of their term in office in May, several 
members of the former town council administration 
spoke in favour of adding "place of birth"to the coun¬ 
cil's Equality & Diversity Policy when they were asked 
to review it. 

The policy already stated that members and council 
employees should not discriminate against others on 
the grounds of age, disability, gender/gender reas¬ 
signment, marriage/civil partnership, pregnancy/ma¬ 
ternity, race, religion or belief, sex or sexual 
orientation. 

However, some councillors said they felt they had 
been discriminated against because they were not 
born in Lyme Regis, and "place of birth" should be 
added to the list. 


Former town councillor Rikey Austin said that she 
had been called an "alien" when she first joined the 
authority and, speaking at the annual town meeting, 
former councillor Mark Gage described the town's at¬ 
titude towards non-local people as "verging on 
racism". 

The matter was not resolved before the council 
came to the end of its term of office, when several of 
those in favour of adding "place of birth" stepped 
down from the authority. 

The matter was brought back to the new council's 
recent Strategy & Policy Committee meeting, but 
members agreed to approve the policy with only a 
few minor amendments and no reference to "place of 
birth". 

No mention was given to the former council's sug¬ 
gestion until new councillor Richard Doney, who was 
recently co-opted onto 


"We will continue our regular discussion with our 
health and care partners and to share our thinking 
with patients and members of the public so that 
when we do go out to formally consult, people will 
have as much information as possible. 

"This is a once-in-a-generation opportunity to re¬ 
shape the NHS in Dorset and to improve services for 
local people - we have to get it right." 

Protestors across West Dorset have raised particular 
objection to any potential closure of the Special Care 
Baby Unit at Dorset County Hospital in Dorchester, as 
well as the children's Kingfisher ward. 

The CCG has been looking at the possibility of the 
Kingfisher Ward at Dorchester changing to an assess¬ 
ment centre with a specialist children's centre in ei¬ 
ther Poole or Bournemouth for overnight, or longer 
stays. More complex paediatric cases from Dorset are 
already treated in Southampton. 

Dr Watson said he was unable to make any prom¬ 
ises about the future of the ward. 
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the authority, asked if 
they were going to con¬ 
sider it. 

Having not been born 
in Lyme Regis himself, he 
said: "I would be pro¬ 
tected by it but I think it's 
nonsense!"

After just a few days I started noticing the 
difference on my waistline, and others soon 
did too, which encouraged me to keep 
going.

The results have 
instantly given me a confi¬ 
dence boost and, as I now 
continue on my own healthy 
eating plan, I know I can re¬ 
ally do it!

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Credit unions merge 

CREDIT unions in Dorset and Somerset have agreed 
to merge. 

Members of the Camelot Credit Union have 
agreed to merge the union's assets with those of the 
First Dorset Credit Union, which is based in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The new organisation, to be known as Wyvern Sav¬ 
ings and Loans, will come into existence by the end 
of September. 

Said Camelot chair Margaret Davis-Brown: "There 
is strength in numbers, and a combined credit union 
will have a much greater impact in the community. 

"We will be able to offer more appropriate services, 
reduce administration costs and compete more ef¬ 
fectively with doorstep lenders and the unregulated 
finance market." 

Credit unions are locally-based mutual financial or¬ 
ganisations, which rely on savers' deposits to pro¬ 
vide cash to make loans to members. 

The new group will apply to coverall of Dorset and 
all of Somerset - Camelot currently only covers 
south Somerset. 

Warning of fraudsters 

DORSET Police are warning that fraudsters are tar¬ 
geting individuals who have expressed an interest 
in an online loan. 

Unsolicited calls are made by fraudsters who ap¬ 
pear to be calling from a genuine company. They 
state that the recently applied for loan has been 
agreed, but an "advance fee" is required before the 
money can be transferred. 

Once these "fees" have been paid, either directly 
to the fraudsters' bank accounts or through a money 
service bureau, they are unrecoverable. 

The police say that authentic credit companies do 
not charge fees in advance and that people should 
be wary of anyone calling who says they represent 
a credit company.

Councils delighted with revised safety 
scheme for Hunters Lodge junction 


A REVISED scheme to improve safety at 
the notorious Hunters Lodge junction be¬ 
tween Uplyme and Axminster has been 
presented to both parish councils. 

A meeting was held last Friday with 
East Devon MP Neil Parish, Uplyme, 
Axminster and Hawkchurch councils and 
Nigel Dyson of Highways England. 

Details for a revised and improved 
scheme for the busy junction were un¬ 
veiled and all present expressed their 
thanks to Mr Dyson and the MP for all 
their work, which they believed has re¬ 
sulted in a significantly better proposal 
than that originally offered two years ago. 

Councillors and the MP were delighted 
to hear that a signal-controlled pedestrian 
crossing was planned east of the junction, 


to allow safe crossing by the Raymonds’ 
Hill Post Office, and it was suggested that 
this might also leave occasional gaps in 
the traffic to allow exit west from the side 
roads. 

Other features of the plan included im¬ 
proved signage, including vehicle-acti¬ 
vated signs that would flash warnings of 
traffic waiting to drivers exceeding the 
40mph speed limit; longer turning lane 
markings on the side roads; the extension 
of the 40mph limit further west towards 
Axminster turning off the bypass;and 
A35 road markings to give the impres¬ 
sion that the carriageway was narrower to 
slow through-traffic. 

All this work, costing an estimated 
£250,000, is expected to start in spring 


2016. The meeting was, however, disap¬ 
pointed to hear that requests to move the 
bus stop and widen the side roads to 
allow shorter queues had been ruled out 
at this stage despite repeated requests to 
consider them, but those attending were 
still keen to give the go-ahead for works 
on the A35 to begin as soon as possible. 

Councillors reserved the right to follow 
up both issues with Devon County Coun¬ 
cil Highways after the main work was 
done, should it prove necessary. 

A map of the improvements will be 
available on Neil Parish’s website and the 
Council websites in the next few days. 


Former Lyme resident dies in Germany 


LYME Regis will be saddened to hear of the 
death in Germany of a former resident who 
never forgot his home town. 

Ricky Franklin, aged 73, who had lived in 
Germany since 1970, died after a long ill¬ 
ness which had prevented him visiting 
Lyme for a last time. 

Ricky, who was educated at St Michael’s 
Primary School and the Lyme Regis Senior 
School, met his wife, Renata, when she ar¬ 
rived in Lyme to work at the Hotel Buena 
Vista. 

The couple were married in Lyme and had 
two sons before moving to Renata’s home 
town in Germany. One of their sons later 
died. A keen motorbike enthusiast in his 


younger days, Ricky worked as a bricklayer 
and later as a trawlerman for “Hurricane” 
Joe Wason, a job which he loved. He was 
also a respected member of the Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew which was reformed in the 
late 1960s. Ricky put his building skills to 
good use and helped to build the lifeboat 
station at the Cobb. 

Ricky is survived by his wife, son, brother 
Steve, who lives in Northern Ireland, and 
his sister Shirley Liddicoat, who lives in 
King’s Way. 

Mrs Liddicoat told the View from Lyme 
Regis that her brother was virtually bedrid¬ 
den for the last three years, suffering from 
septicaemia. 


She said: “Ricky last visited Lyme four 
years ago. He loved his home town and was 
desperate to come back for one more time 
but unfortunately was too ill to do so.” 

• LYME is also mourning the death of an¬ 
other respected local bricklayer. Tom Be- 
viss, who died in his sleep at his home in 
Roman Road, aged 80. 

Mr Beviss did his apprenticeship with 
local builders Harris & Quick and worked 
for many years for Child & Sons in Char- 
mouth. 

He is survived by his two children, Tim 
and Sue, and two grandchildren.

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Housing is the hot topic in town 

Lyme Matters

T HE hottest topic in 
town at the moment 
must be housing - or to 
be more accurate, housing 
that locals can afford. 

It’s a problem which afflicts virtu¬ 
ally every small town and village in 
the West Country. Such is the 
beauty of the area we live in, every¬ 
one wants a slice of our way of life. 
And that forces up the price of 
property with inflated values with 
the consequence that many locals 
are unable to afford to live in the 


■ THIS newspaper - and this col¬ 
umn in particular - has been ac¬ 
cused by the usual suspects of 
being "too kind"to the new council. 

Few will believe this, but we didn't 
go out of our way to be "unkind" to 
the previous council. Their behav¬ 
iour was such, however, that it was 
difficult not to take a stance against 
them. 

There is no doubt that the current 
councillors are lot more friendly and 
there is a distinctly more relaxed and 
respectful atmosphere in the cham¬ 
ber. 

But there will be clashes, some¬ 
thing which new Mayor Owen Lovell 
is clearly aware of. He's very quick to 
stamp out any sign of it and so far 


town in which they were born. We 
are constantly warned that unless 
we find a solution, Lyme will be¬ 
come a retirement dormitory. 

It’s not a new phenomenom; local 


the councillors have respected his 
wishes and got on with it. 

One issue which irks me is the 
number of times councillors go into 
committee these days. I appreciate 
there has to be some meetings be¬ 
hind closed doors, especially with 
new councillors learning the ropes. 

Lyme council has a number of 
working parties which are always 
held without the press and public 
present. At one of these recently 
they discussed what their priority 
projects should be going forward. 

That surely is a discussion which 
should have been in open council. 
Councillors sometimes express a 
very different view when meeting 
behind closed doors. 


councils have been wrestling with 
the problem for many years. 

There’s a natural resistance from 
Lyme’s indigenous population to 
any development which is out of 
their reach. 

But expensive houses have al¬ 
ways been built in Lyme for people 
who want to retire to the town. 
They were always referred to in my 
younger days as “those who live on 
top of the hill”. The difference then, 
of course, was there was adequate 
social housing with council houses 
seemingly in plentiful supply. 

Today, people aspire to own their 
own home but it’s so difficult to 
make that first step towards home 
ownership. They say the average 
price of a house in Lyme is in the 
region of £350,000 and a look in the 
estate agents’ windows will reveal 
there is very little on the market 
for under £200,000. 

Many are of the opinion that 
there is no such thing as an afford¬ 
able home in this town. 

The provision of social housing is 


the responsibility of West Dorset 
District Council but no one can ac¬ 
cuse Lyme Regis Town Council of 
not doing all in its power to encour¬ 
age more homes for the young, es¬ 
pecially the former town council. 

The new council are just as keen 
to make sure that the young people 
of Lyme are able to stay in the town 
of their birth. 

They recently recommended re¬ 
fusal of an application by Bloor 
Homes who want to turn the former 
St Alban’s house at Woodberry 
Down into six four-bedroom houses, 
to add to the 46 they are already 
building with prices as high as 
£630,000. They are also hoping to 
build a further 52 units of land that 
runs behind Talbot Road. 

The land on which St Alban’s 
stands is designated for light indus¬ 
trial use, the reason why the town 
council opposed the planning appli¬ 
cations for more homes. The district 
council took the unusual step of re¬ 
jecting the recommendation of their 
officers and turned down the appli¬ 
cation. 

There are fears that Bloor Homes 
might appeal this decision and be¬ 
cause the officers were recommend¬ 
ing approval, they might well get it. 

We have been trying all week to 
get a comment on this possibility 
from Bloor Homes but at the time of 
going to press they have not re¬ 
sponded. Bloor Homes developed 


Woodberry Down in the firm knowl¬ 
edge that part of the land was des¬ 
ignated for industrial purposes so 
they must have been prepared for a 
difficult ride. 

Whether it’s feasible to integrate 
industrial units on what is now a 
housing development, I will leave to 
others to judge. 

I’m not opposed to housing devel¬ 
opment in the town. Every occupied 
new house helps to boost the town’s 
economy but there has to be a limit. 
The needs of the young cannot be ig¬ 
nored. 

The next big fight over developing 
on the outskirts of Lyme will be the 
application for 120 new homes on 
agricultural land that runs from 
Shire Lane to Gore Lane in Uplyme. 

This site is currently outside the 
designated building line but with 
government pressure on local au¬ 
thorities to build more houses, many 
believe it is almost certain that this 
land will be developed at some time 
in the future. 

None of this gives young couples 
much hope that they will be able to 
afford to buy property in their home 
town. 

The Community Land Trust in 
Lyme, under the expert guidance of 
Denis Yell, is working away on their 
scheme for 15 low cost units near 
the golf club, all for rent, and their 
efforts are to be applauded. 

But will it be enough?

DRIVING at night, particularly on unlit 
roads, can be a nerve-wracking experi¬ 
ence.

Ford's Camera-Based Advanced Front 
Lighting System can widen the beam at 
junctions and roundabouts to better illu¬ 
minate hazards that are not in the direc¬ 
tion of travel. New Spot Lighting 
technology helps draw the driver's atten¬ 
tion to pedestrians, cyclists and even large 
animals in the vehicle's path or even just 
off the road. 

"Many people who drive at night have 
had to quickly react to someone or some¬ 
thing suddenly appearing in the road - as 
if from nowhere. Ford's Camera-Based Ad¬ 
vanced Front Lighting System and Spot 
Lighting help ensure the driver is quickly 
alerted to people or animals that could 
present a danger," said Ken Washington, 
vice president, Ford Research and Ad¬ 
vanced Engineering. 

Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
System builds upon Ford's Adaptive Front 
Lighting System and Traffic Sign Recogni¬ 
tion, which are already available in Ford 


vehicles, to provide drivers with improved 
visibility at roundabouts, stop, and give 
way or yield signs. 

The system also uses GPS information to 
better illuminate bends and dips on a cho¬ 
sen route. Where GPS information is not 
available the technology uses a forward¬ 
facing video camera mounted in the rear¬ 
view mirror base to detect lane markings 
and predict the road's curvature, using the 
information to illuminate the area more ef¬ 
fectively. 

In a further evolutionary step, in those in¬ 
stances, the camera stores the information 
in the navigation system. When next the 
driver uses the same road again, the head¬ 
lights adapt to the course of the road au¬ 
tomatically to better light the way. 

Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
System was developed at Ford's European 
Research and Innovation Centre in 
Aachen, Germany, and Ford expects the 
technology to be available for customers 
in the near term. 

Spot Lighting - currently in the pre-de¬ 
velopment phase with Ford engineers in 
Aachen - uses an infra-red camera in the 
front grille to simultaneously locate and 
track up to eight people and bigger ani¬ 


mals, including larger dogs, at a range of 
up to 120 metres. 

The system can spotlight two hazards for 
the driver with a spot and a stripe on the 
road surface, illuminated by two special 
LED lamps next to the fog lights.The high¬ 
lighted objects are displayed on the screen 
inside the car, marked in a red or yellow 
frame, according to the proximity of the 
object and the level of danger presented. 

"Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
can help make it easier for the driver to 
travel at night in unfamiliar surroundings, 
and to more easily see unexpected haz¬ 
ards. At roundabouts, for example, our sys¬ 
tem helps the driver to clearly see the exits 
- and check if cyclists and pedestrians are 
crossing the road,"said Michael Koherr, re¬ 
search engineer, Lighting Systems, Ford of 
Europe. "Spot Lighting makes potential 
hazards in the road ahead more easily vis¬ 
ible to the driver - whether that is a pedes¬ 
trian, a cyclist, or even a large animal." 

Road safety reports show that on unlit 
roads there is a significantly increased like¬ 
lihood of accidents, and that such acci¬ 
dents could involve personal injuries, or 
fatalities.* Ford is a leading innovator in 
lighting technology.

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Subaru 'hounds'the alarm on in-car dog safety 


SUBARU UK, the AA and Dogs 
Trust are calling on all animal 
lovers to consider their pets' 
wellbeing if travelling with them 
in the car over the summer, in 
particular to ensure their safety 
when in transit and also ensur¬ 
ing dogs are not left unattended 
in hot cars. 

In the coming weeks and 
months, thousands of families 
across the UK are likely to drive 
to their holiday destination, in 
the UK or on the continent, with 
the family dog as a passenger, 
potentially posing dangers both 
to human and animal occu¬ 
pants. 

Pet safety in a collision 

Subaru is encouraging all own¬ 
ers to place their pets'safety first 
when on the move to mitigate 
any potential harm in the event 
of a collision. If dogs are to travel 
in the main cabin of the vehicle 
they should be strapped in via a 
dedicated harness, however 
often the safest solution is for 


them to travel in the boot inside 
their own crate or behind an ap¬ 
proved dog guard. 

The AA in particular warns of 
pet passengers becoming 'ca¬ 
nine cannonballs'- unrestrained 
dogs that are thrown forward in 
the event of a crash. 

Max Holdstock, AA Patrol of 
the Year, says: "Any loose object 
in the car can become a danger¬ 
ous projectile in a crash, whether 
it's a first-aid kit, golf umbrella or 
even a pet. Unrestrained in a 
sudden impact of emergency 
stop, dogs can become'canine 
cannonballs' with potentially 
fatal consequences for both the 
animal and other passengers - 
for example, at 30 mph a 32-kilo 
Labrador or German Shepherd is 
thrown forward with the force 
equivalent to being hit by a baby 
elephant weighing 100 kilos. 

"Just as you wouldn't drive 
without a seatbelt, don't forget 
suitable pet restraints for your 
four-legged passengers." 


The call from Subaru UK comes 
at a time when Subaru US has 
just announced its collaboration 
with the Centre for Pet Safety in 
North America. Subaru US is 
funding important crash test re¬ 
search being carried out by the 
Centre, which carries out colli¬ 
sion-testing on a range of prod¬ 
ucts designed to improve the 
safety of four-legged passen¬ 
gers. The testing will help to es¬ 
tablish performance standards 
for the future development of 
pet safety accessories. 

Don't leave dogs in hot cars 

Dogs Trust, the UK's largest 
dog welfare charity, also warns 
dog owners of the dangers of 
leaving their pets in parked cars, 
even for a few minutes. 

Research undertaken by the 
charity shows that despite being 
a nation of dog lovers, more 
than one in four UK dog owners 
admitted to leaving their dogs 
unattended in cars. Almost half 
of us (48%) believe it is okay to 


leave a dog in a car if counter¬ 
measures are taken, such as 
parking under a tree or leaving a 
window open. 

However research has shown 
that in reality partially lowering 
the window has no significant 
effect on the temperature inside 
a parked car* and less than 20 
minutes in a hot car can prove 
fatal to a dog should its body 
temperature exceed 41 °C. 

As with our US cousins, in the 
UK Subaru has long been a 
favoured brand for dog owners.

Two-thirds of drivers won't take rest 
breaks on any long journey, 1AM finds 


AS MANY as 65 per cent of drivers on 
long journeys do not to stop to take rest 
breaks on the motorway because they 
don't feel they have any need to. While 79 
per cent of drivers will only choose to 
stop and take a rest if a motorway service 
area is located in a convenient place on 
their journey. 

The findings come from a recent survey 
conducted by road safety charity the In¬ 
stitute of Advanced Motorists (1AM), in 
which 1,753 people took part during June 
2015. 

The poll asked to what extent keeping 
hydrated and taking a break between 
long journeys is important to drivers and 
found many respondents did not con¬ 
sider taking a rest break essential unless 
they had a pressing reason. 

Findings further reveal that while many 
drivers prepare for a long journey before¬ 
hand - filling up their cars with fuel (85 
per cent) or programming in a destina¬ 
tion into their satnavs (over 60 per cent), 
only 50 per cent of drivers will plan to 


make arrangements to stop at a service 
station, and as little as two per cent fail to 
do any planning at all. 

An existing driving simulator study con¬ 
ducted by Loughborough University 
showed that even mild dehydration can 
be hazardous to drivers, suggesting it can 
have the same effect on someone that is 
driving while under the influence of 
drinks and drugs in terms of driver errors 
made - affecting mood, mental function¬ 
ing and changes in level of concentration. 

The lAM's survey findings suggest that 
many drivers fail to prioritise their wellbe¬ 
ing and alertness when they are behind 
the wheel simply because they don't take 
regular breaks on long journeys. 

Other major reasons as to why drivers 
do not consider taking a motorway break 
include: deeming the price of fuel at serv¬ 
ice stations too expensive (56 per cent) or 
citing that food, drinks and snacks at serv¬ 
ice stations are considerably overpriced 
(45 per cent). 

For drivers who do have a reason to stop 


at a motorway service station, over 94 per 
cent have said they only stop to use the 
toilet facilities. In fact, over a third of re¬ 
spondents consider a toilet break very im¬ 
portant on long distance routes and 75 
per cent would welcome more frequent 
continental style picnic and toilet only 
rest areas across motorways and main 
road networks. 

Sarah Sillars, lAM's chief executive offi¬ 
cer said: "Where drivers avoid taking rest 
breaks at a motorway service station, sim¬ 
ply because they want to reach a destina¬ 
tion quicker, raise the risk of making 
several mistakes and being involved in an 
incident. 

"Although participants have expressed 
an interest towards self-serving picnic 
and toilet sites, drivers must be encour¬ 
aged to take regular breaks every two 
hours at any type of service station. 

"Take a bottle of water with you before 
embarking on a long journey, keep hy¬ 
drated throughout and allow for some 
much-needed rest."
